"The indeterminate sen- 
tence Is preferred by one young 
in crime, but the seasoned crimi- 
nal fears it. 


If any inmate of the reforma- 


tory does not show himself amen- 
able to reformatory methods he 
may be detained there for the 
maximum term provided by law 
for Ms offense; but if he shows a 
disposition to go straight, he is 
released on parole after serving- 
the minimum sentence, on rec- 
ommendation of the proper offi- 
cers of the institution, and after 
the period of parole has expired, 
if his conduct has been satisfac- 
tory, he is 
finally 
discharged. 


Should he violate his parole, he 
if returned to the reformatory, 
•where .hs is kept for such a pe- 
riod as will teach him a salutary- 
lesson. In case a prisoner in the 
reformatory apears to be incor- 
rigible, he may then be trans- 
ferred to the penitentiary.
